Successfully Launched

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) — 


America s newest missile, the 
Navy's 
Poseidon, 
shot into 


the dawn right on schedule to- 
day on its maiden flight. The 
Navv called it a complete sur- 
cess. 
Carrying a dummy warhead, 
the bright silver bird sent a 
brilliant flame from its dryland 
launch pad as it left Cape Ken- 
nedy at 6 30 a.m., EDT Two 
minutes later, Poseidon spun a 
pinwheel pattern as it soared 
out of sight. 
The terse Navy announcement 
five minutes after launch said 
the test moved the Poseidon for - 
ward on its schedule to become 
part of the submarine fleet by 
the early 1970's. One test goal 
was covering a distance of 1,000 
miles into the Atlantic Ocean. 
There was no immediate indi- 
cation whether it achieved it5; 
test goal of a 1,000-mile flight 
into the Atlantic Ocean. 
Poseidon was one of two new,

for

Spokesmen said three South 


Vietnamese soldiers were kill- 
ed in the clashes Thursday while 
15 government troops and 15 
U.S. Marines were wounded. 


Vastly superior allied fire, 


power was considered respons- 
ible for the big difference in 
casualties. 


The flareup along the north, 


ern edge of South Vietnam re- 
sulted from vigorous patrolling 
by the allied forces. Elsewhere 
across the country, the lull in 
ground action continued, and 
there was no sign of the start 
of the major enemy offensive 
which American officers expect 
before mid-September. 


An enemy artillery barrage of 


250 rounds, fired from inside 
the demilitarized zone at a South 
Vietnamese armored patrol, 
was the prelude to the heaviest 
action on the DMZ front Thurs- 
day. 


The barrage destroyed one 


ir>ediurr trnk and an sr-^ored 
personnel earner, and damaged 
another tank and three more 
personnel carriers. But the gov- 
ernment troops moved out and 
found a mam body of enemy 
troops several hours later north 
of the Gio Linn outpost and 
about one mile south of the 
DMZ, near the east coast.

Newest Navy Missile 
Successfully Launched

CAPE KENNEDY, F la. (A P )- 
A m erica’s newest m issile, the 
Navy’s 
Poseidon, 
shot into 
the dawn right on schedule to ­ 
day on its maiden flight. The 
Navy called it a com plete su c­ 
c e ss. 
C arrying 
a dummy warhead, 
the bright silv er bird sent a 
brilliant flame from its dryland 
launch pad as it left Cape Ken­ 
nedy at 6:30 a.m ., EDT. Two 
m inutes later, Poseidon spun a 
pinwheel pattern as it soared 
out of sight. 
The te rse Navy announcement 
five minutes after launch said 
the te st moved the Poseidon for­ 
ward on its schedule to become 
p art of the subm arine fleet by 
the early 1970’s.

at Kitty Hawk. Aircraft exhibits dramatize the marvelous per- 
formance, comfort, and speed of today's planes — planes of 
every kind and size. Small pleasure craft, as well as the planes 
that have become the tools of the businessman, and the lets that 
carry air travelers throughout the globe are more popular than 
ever. 


There are other aspects of the aviation age that are equally 


impressive. For one thing, the cost of living has increased by 50 
per cent since 1947, yet the cost of air travel is lower than it was 
then and has decreased by 13 per cent, during the last 5 years.

Key West, Fla., with about 2.6 million gallons of fresh water daily 
at a cost of 85 cents per 1,000 gallons. Is it too wild to dream 
that in the future giant facilities will be producing 50 million 
gallons daily at 25 to 30 cents per 1,000 gallons? 


Sam Shidzawa of the Interior Department's Office of Saline 


Water thinks not. He predicts that nuclear plants will be opera- 
tive — and providing electric power as well as pure water — by 
the late 1970s. Sidzawa is correct in noting that plants of this 
kind, converting both sea water and brackish inland water, 
are potentially of great importance to the national economy. 


Our burgeoning population and industrial complex have a 


boundless and rapidly growing appetite for both power and water. 
It is essential that development of nuclear desalting and power 
capacity continue at full speed.

Sucking the thumb is na- 


ture's built-in pacifier that 
gives to a child a sense of 
security in addition to the 
s o o t h i n g 
sensation, 
the 


warmth and the pleasurable 
skin reaction. 


A great many explanations 


have been given for thumb 
sucking-. Some are psycholog- 
ically 
very 
complex. 
Many 


psychiatrists and child ana- 
lysts believe that the suckinp 
reflex of the infant needs gra- 
tification and fulfillment. This 
reflex is not always adequate 
during1 breast feeding or bot- 
tle fep-ling- and may need fur- 
ther supplement as a child 
gets older. This idea is not 
universally 
accepted by all 


doctors, but is as good as 
some other answers which, at 


COLEMAN, M.D. 


best, 
are speculative about 


this problem. 


There is universal agree- 


ment, however, by all doctors 
and psychologists that chil- 
dren should not be shamed in- 
to stopping1 this habit or pun- 
ished for continuing to do it

The psychological dam- 
age that can be done to a child 
can be far more destructive 
than the disadvantage of a 
questionable change in denti- 
tion that may result.

If thumb 
sucking persists at this time, 
consultation with a doctor or 
a psychologist may reveal the

THE REPUBLICAN TEAM 
The selection of Governor A.g- 


new was a surprise, but it 
didn't take long for the dele- 
gates to get over it. Instant 
research into the history of the 
relatively obscure lawyer who a 
few months ago was clamoring 
for the nomination of Mr. Nix- 
on's arch - antagonist Nelson 
Rockefeller fails to betray any 
serious weakness the Demo- 
crats are likely to profit from. 
He rescued Maryland, in I960, 
from the leadership of a Demo- 
crat committed to segregation- 
ism, and did so only two years 
after George Wallace, running 
in a presidential primary, had 
demonstrated how greatly dis- 
posed Maryland was to the old 
allure of segregation. Indeed, 
the candidacy of Agnew was en- 
dorsed by the Washington Post 
and the Baltimore Sun; so much 
for 
a Wasserman test, pre- 


1968. 
But then Governor Agnew, in 
the spring of this year, took 
certain measures and made 
certain statements which dis- 
tinguished him from the school 
of men that bravely justifies any 
civil disorder at all on the 
grounds that four hundred years 
ago slaves were brought into 
this country by our forefathers. 
Governor Agnew answered a 
sit-down seizure of a local col- 
lege by arresting a couple of 
hundred students, no less. He 
then read a lecture to local Ne- 
gro leaders instructing them 
that their own interests, to say 
nothing of those of the com- 
munity of Baltimore, lay in a 
firm repudiation of such as Rap 
Brown and Stokely Carmichael. 
He went on to deplore— and 
for such penetration and cour- 
age he should have riveted na- 
tional 
attention — the Kerner 


Commission report, wherein 
we were instructed that the 
reason why we have had riots 
and disorders, is that white 
Americans are racist. 


Governor Agnew's position is 
that such an analysis is at best 
incomplete, and worst mislead- 
ing. 
No doubt it was bis stand 


on that report, combined with 
his stand against riots and dis- 
order in general, that drew him 
to the attention of Southern lead- 
ers as out of the ordinary a- 
mong civil - rights governors. 
And then, having earlier re- 
signed himself, with no apparent 


trauma, to Nelson Rockefeller's 
unavailability to make the race 
for the presidency, Governor 
Agnew popped up in support of 
Richard Nixon. His doing so 
attracted a great deal of at- 
tention and in due course, what 
do you know, he was singled 
out by the presidential nominee 
Mr. Nixon as his running mate. 
There was considerable confu- 
sion in Miami Beach when the 
announcement was made. For 
one thing it is generally sup- 
posed—it having been stressed 
over recent years that he is a 
cunning, crafty man—that Mr. 
Nixon was being permitted to 
get away with something. Had 
he put something over on some- 
body? There was a lot of mur- 
muring. Little mutinous blips 
showed up on the screen, and in- 
deed Governor Fomney per- 
mitted a few zealous supporters 
to put up his own name as an 
alternative. 
But the opposi- 


tion was anarchic and diffuse, 
Moreover, it was impossible to 
sustain it by moral arguments. 
A moral case against Governor 
Agnew was simply not avail- 
able. 
Such a case against him as was 


attempted was to the effect that 
his nomination was done "in 
order to appease the South." 
By some people, this charge is 
deployed 
as a dreadnought. 


There are those, however, who 
pause to recall that the South, 
like other sections of the coun- 
try, is inhabited byAmericans, 
and until we hear otherwise 
from the Supreme Court, they 
too are entitled to political con- 
sideration. 


It is hardly as though Mr. Nix- 


on had nominated George Wal- 
lace for vice president. His 
nomination of a 
southerner 


whose reputation arose from his 
defense of civil rights is hardly 
in the order of an affront, but 
rather in the order of giving 
encouragement to civil rights 
southerners who, however, 
draw a line between the exer- 
cise of civil rights and of civil 
disorder. It is ironic that the 
principal 
opponents 
of the 


choice of Agnew, most of them 
advocates of the nomination of 
John Lindsay, were using argu- 
ments in Lindsay's behalf which 
were most readily translatable 
as suggesting the imperative 
need of appeasing the North 
and the cities.

In 1957 another young profes- 
sor, this time from South Da- 
kota, got elected to Congress 
and because he admired Hum- 
phrey, they both being natives 
of South Dakota, he asked Hum- 
phrey's advice about getting a 
house in Washington.

of safety devices. 


The 
Ribicoff 
hearings have 


now petered 
out into a plan 


whereby the auto industry gives 
cost data to the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics which promptly 
treats them as if they were a 
military secret. Even the High- 
way Safety Bureau has not been 
able to get a look at these cost 
figures. 
This is a strange anti-climax 
for Senate hearings which began 
with such a flourish. However, 
the fact is that Ribicoff, an ex- 
cellent Senator, faces a tough 
reelection battle in Connecticut. 
If he bucks the auto industry, 
it can send money into Connect- 
icut to defeat him.

POLITICAL SLEEPER 


WASHINGTON — H the Intel- 


ligence is not misleading (al- 
ways a big "if"), the major 
offensive the North Vietnamese 
have long been preparing may 
just conceivably have begun be- 
fore these words are printed. 


Mid-August is the time gen- 


erally named for the kick-off; 
and unless every indicator is 
pointing the wrong way, all the 
resoui ces available to the ene- 
my will be thrown into the proj- 
ected effort. Documents and 
prisoner- interrogations, known 
enemy 
troop movements and 


all other types of evidence a. 
vailable, combine to suggest the 
foregoing conclusions. 


Assuming the indicators* cor. 


rectness, the famous lull in the 
fighting 
that everyone talks 


about has had whatever nothing 
to do with the "voluntary de- 
escalation" that soma doubt, 
fully informed people have also 
talked about. The lull has in. 
stead resulted from the enemy 
units withdrawal to their re- 
motest base areas, for the sole 
purpose of getting ready for an- 
other 
desperate attempt to 


achieve 
some sort of final 


breakthrough. 


No one on earth, outside the 


narrow circle of the Hanoi Po- 
litburo, can be absolutely cer. 
tain that these are the real 
North Vietnamese intentions, 
and of course the time-esti. 
mates are even more open to 
serious doubt, until and if they 
are confirmed by events. Tim- 
ing is always imwssible to pre- 
dict with precision; it must be 
said that the last week has pro- 
vided numerous signs thatwould 
normally mean a big show im. 
pending at a very early date. 
And it is at least clear that 
heavy troop buildup is incon- 
sistent with "de-escalation." 


Among those who know about 


such matters, it is considered 
beyond doubt that 60,000 North 
Vietnamese troops have covert- 
ly invaded South Vietnam in the 
past two months. This arrival, 
rate of 30,000 North Vietna- 
mese per month, mentioned by 
President Johnson, is without 
any past precedent. 


For North Vietnam, with its 


far smaller population, a two. 
month troop movement of 60,- 
000 men is equivalent to a U.S. 
troop movement of close to 
700,000 men. The aim of this 
extraordinary movement, and 
also of the so-called lull, has 
obviously been to bring up to 


full strength, and even above 
strength, the enemy units that 
suffered such fearful losses in 
the Tet and post-Tet fighting. 


In view of the scale of this 


enemy movement of manpower 
it is only rational to assume that 
another great enemy effort will 
be made on the battlefield at 
sometime in the future. Inter, 
estingly enough, one reason the 
analysts have guessed that the 
effort will occur in mid-August 
is the opening of the Democra- 
tic National Convention on Aug. 
26. 


Obviously, 
the 
outcome in 


Chicago could perhaps be alter, 
ed, if American opinion had just 
received the kind of shock that 
was caused, albeit unjustifiably, 
by the Tet offensive. Having 
observed that shock, the Hanoi 
war-planners may well wish to 
give all possible aid and com. 
fort to their numerous friends 
on the left of the Democratic 
Party. 


Yet there is one very big catch 


in this scenario. Gen. Creigh. 
ton W. Abram.5 is confident that 
he can handle anything that the 
enemy can throw at him. Indeed, 
he is grimly confident that a 
sanguinary 
defeat can be in. 


flicted if the enemy makes the 
kind of all-out effort now pro. 
jected. 


If that is the case (and, one 


must add, if the results of the 
enemy offensive are accurately 
reported) the real shock will be 
felt in Hanoi and not in this 
country. And in this connection, 
in turn, another very interest, 
ing possibility deserves exam, 
ination. 


In brief, President Thieu, who 


knows his own countrymen far 
better than we do, has always 
predicted that Hanoi would stage 
one last all-out offensive this 
summer; and he has further pre. 
dieted that Hanoi would then be. 
gin to negotiate in earnest if 
the offensive met with failure. 


A majority of the wiser Amer- 


ican analysts are giving even 
odds that President Thieu's 
forecast will prove right. Thus 
if the big effort is made, if the 
big effort fails, and if Hanoi then 
begins serious negotiations, the 
whole war-picture may be radi. 
cally transformed by, say, the 
end of September. 


Three "ifs" in a row are a 


great many. But it should not 
be forgotten that dramatic chan. 
ges in the war-picture can quite 
easily prove the big political 
sleeper of the 1968 election.

Is it too wild to dream 
that in the future giant facilities will be producing 50 million 
gallons daily at 25 to 30 cents per 1,000 gallons? 


Sam Shidzawa of the Interior D epartm ent’s Office of Saline 
W ater thinks not. He predicts that nuclear plants will be opera­ 
tive — and providing electric power as well as pure water — by 
the late 1970s. Sidzawa is correct in noting that plants of this 
kind, converting both sea water and brackish inland w ater, 
are potentially of great im portance to the national economy. 


Our burgeoning population and industrial complex h aw a 
boundless and rapidly growing appetite for both power and w ater. 
It is essential that development of nuclear desalting and power 
capacity continue at full speed.

I am quite certain 
th a t a longer discussion w ith 
the teacher would have shown 
you th a t she h as a g rea ter 
psychological insight into the 
causes of thum b sucking th an 
w as 
ap parent 
during 
your 
conversation 
Sucking th e thum b is n a ­ 
tu re ’s 
built-in 
pacifier 
th at 
gives to a child a sense of 
security in addition to 
the 
s o o t h i n g 
sensation, 
the 
w arm th and the pleasurable 
skin reaction. 
A g re a t m any explanations 
have been given for thum b 
sucking. Some are psycholog­ 
ically 
very 
complex. 
M any 
psychiatrists and child a n a ­ 
lysts believe th a t the sucking 
reflex of the infant needs g ra ­ 
tification and fulfillm ent. This 
reflex is not alw ays adequate 
during b reast feeding or bot­ 
tle feeding and m ay need fu r­ 
th er supplem ent a s a child 
gets older. This idea is not 
universally 
accepted b y all 
doctors, b u t is a s good as 
som e o th e r answ ers which, a t 


best, 
are 
speculative 
about 
th is problem. 
There is universal 
ag re e ­ 
m ent, however, by all doctors 
and psychologists th a t chil­ 
dren should not be sham ed in ­ 
to stopping this hab it or pun­ 
ished for continuing to do it 
It is agreed, too, th a t thum b 
sucking will stop w hen the 
child finds and learns th a t 
there are other ways of de­ 
veloping security. M others and 
teachers are now taught th a t 
a calm attitu d e with alm ost 
casual 
disregard 
of 
thum b 
sucking will help the child 
break the pattern. I t tak es 
tim e and patience by parents 
to w ait for the day w hen it 
will stop. I t will. 
The use of harsh, bad ta s t­ 
ing medicines on the thum bs 
is 
D ark Ages 
psychological 
handling of this delicate prob­ 
lem. The use of restricting 
thum b and hand guards m akes 
no sense and only serves to 
exaggerate the physical and 
em otional 
tensions 
in 
th e 
child and in the fam ily 
The anxiety of parents is 
sometim es m ade m ore m arked 
by the suggestion th a t the 
form ation of the jaw and the 
configuration of th e teeth, will 
be perm anently changed and 
even damaged. This has not 
sufficient 
validity 
to 
p re s­ 
surize the child or re stra in 
him. The psychological d a m ­ 
age th a t can be done to a child 
can be far m ore destructive 
th an the disadvantage of a 
questionable change in d e n ti­ 
tion th a t m ay result. 
In the older child of six o r 
seven it m ay cause him em ­ 
barrassm ent 
in 
th e e a r l y 
grades a t school. If thum b 
sucking persists a t th is tim e, 
consultation w ith a doctor or 
a psychologist m ay reveal th e 
deeper 
rooted 
reasons 
for 
thum b sucking and how it can 
be resolved w ithout producing 
m ere difficult and less a p ­ 
p are n t psychological traits.

THE REPUBLICAN TEAM 
The selection of Governor Ag- 
new was a su rp rise, but it 
didn’t take long for the d ele­ 
gates to get over It. 
Instant 
research into the history of the 
relatively ob scu re lawyer who a 
few months ago was clam oring 
for the nom ination of Mr. N ix­ 
on’s arch - antagonist Nelson 
Rockefeller fails to betray any 
serious w eakness the Dem o­ 
c ra ts are likely to profit from . 
He rescued M aryland, in 1966, 
from the leadership of a D em o­ 
crat com m itted to segregation- 
ism , and did so only two y ea rs 
after George W allace, running 
in a presidential prim ary, had 
dem onstrated how greatly d is ­ 
posed M aryland was to the old 
allure of segregation. Indeed, 
the candidacy of Agnew was e n ­ 
dorsed by the Washington P ost 
and the B altim ore Sun; so much 
for 
a W asserm an test, p re - 
1968. 
But then G overnor Agnew, In 
the spring of th is year, took 
certain 
m easu res 
and m ade 
certain statem ents which d is ­ 
tinguished him from the school 
of men that bravely justifies any 
civil d isorder at all on the 
grounds that four hundred years 
ago slaves w ere brought Into 
th is country by our forefathers. 
G overnor 
Agnew 
answered a 
sit-down seizu re of a local co l­ 
lege by arre stin g a couple of 
hundred students, no less. He 
then read a lecture to local Ne­ 
gro leaders instructing them 
that their own in terests, to say 
nothing of those of the com ­ 
munity of B altim ore, lay in a 
firm repudiation of such as Rap 
Brown and Stokely Carm ichael. 
He went on to deplore— and 
fo r such penetration and cour­ 
age he should have riveted na­ 
tional 
attention — the K em er 
Com mission 
re p o rt, wherein 
we were instructed that the 
reason why we have had riots 
and d iso rd ers, 
is that white 
A m ericans are ra c ist. 
Governor Agnew’s position is 
that such an analysis is at best 
incom plete, and w orst m islead­ 
ing. 
No doubt it was his stand 
on that rep o rt, combined with 
his stand against rio ts and d is­ 
o rd er in general, that drew him 
to the attention of Southern lead­ 
e rs as out of the ordinary a - 
mong civil - rig h ts governors. 
And then, having ea rlie r r e ­ 
signed him self, with no apparent 


traum a, to Nelson R ockefeller’s 
unavailability to make the race 
for the presidency, G overnor 
Agnew popped up in support of 
Richard Nixon. 
His doing so 
attracted a great deal of a t­ 
tention and In due course, what 
do you know, he was singled 
out by the presidential nominee 
M r. Nixon as his running m ate. 
There was considerable confu­ 
sion in Miami Beach when the 
announcement was made. F or 
one thing it is generally su p ­ 
posed— it havtog been stressed 
over recent years that he is a 
cunning, crafty m an—that Mr. 
Nixon was being perm itted to 
get away with something. Had 
he put som ething over on som e­ 
body? There was a lot of m u r­ 
m uring. 
L ittle mutinous blips 
showed up on the screen, and in ­ 
deed 
Governor Fomney p e r­ 
m itted afew zealous supporters 
to put up h is own name as an 
alternative. 
But the opposi­ 
tion was anarchic and diffuse. 
M oreover, it was im possible to 
sustain it by m oral argum ents. 
A moral case against Governor 
Agnew was sim ply not avail­ 
able. 
Such a case against him as was 
attem pted was to the effect that 
his nomination was done “ in 
o rd er to appease the South.” 
By some people, this charge is 
deployed 
as 
a 
dreadnought. 
There are those, however, who 
pause to rec all that the South, 
like other sections of the coun­ 
try , is inhabited by A m ericans, 
and 
until we hear otherw ise 
from the Suprem e Court, they 
too a re entitled to political con­ 
sideration. 
It is hardly as though Mr. Nix­ 
on had nom inated George W al­ 
lace 
for vice president. His 
nomination 
of 
a 
southerner 
whose reputation arose from his 
defense of civil rights is hardly 
in the o rd er of an affront, but 
rath e r in the o rd er of giving 
encouragem ent to civil rights 
southerners 
who, 
however, 
draw a line between the e x e r­ 
cise of civil rights and of civil 
d iso rd er. 
It is ironic that the 
principal 
opponents 
of the 
choice of Agnew, most of them 
advocates of the nomination of 
John Lindsay, w ere using argu­ 
m ents in L indsay’s behalf which 
were m ost readily translatable 
as 
suggesting the im perative 
need of appeasing the North 
and the citie s.

WASHINGTON - Hubert Hum­ 
phrey is a believer in com peti­ 
tion. In fact he has trained and 
educ 
his 
com petition. 
Son 
however, he wishes 
that 
tit*■ men he has trained 
wouldn't decide to com pete with 
him just as he is reaching for 
life’s biggest goal. 
It was Humphrey, then mayor 
of M inneapolis and a founder of 
the D em ocratic F arm er-L ab o r 
party, who saw the political ap­ 
peal of a young professor at 
St. Thom as College in St. Paul 
and helped him get elected to the 
House of R epresentatives 
in 
1948. Ten years later, Humph­ 
rey helped the young C ongress­ 
man get elected to the Senate. 
Today that young professor, 
Eugene M cCarthy, is running 
against Humphrey for P re s i­ 
dent. 
In 1957 another young profes­ 
sor, this tim e from South D a­ 
kota, got elected to Congress 
and because he adm ired Hum­ 
phrey, they both being natives 
of South Dakota, he asked Hum­ 
phrey’s advice about getting a 
house in W ashington. Hubert 
recom m ended a modest neigh­ 
borhood in Chevy Chase where 
prices w ere not too high. 


So young C ongressm an George 
McGovern took a m ortgage on a 
house next door to H ubert's 
at Coquelin T errace . 
At that tim e the hedge b e­ 
tween the M cGoverns’ and the 
Humphreys’ backyards was so 
low that you could step over it; 
so the Humphrey and McGovern 
children 
grew 
up together. 
T here w asn't even a family 
row when the Humphrey dachs­ 
hund infiltrated the M cGovern’s 
yard to kill the McGovern chil­ 
dren’s pet E aster rabbit. 


L ater, when the young Cong­ 
ressm an 
from 
South Dakota 
wanted to run for the Senate, 
Humphrey persuaded Lt. Gov. 
Frank Lindley not to run in 
the 
D em ocratic 
prim ary a - 
gainst him . This was in 1962 
after Sen. F ran cis C ase died 
and there was an excellent chan­ 
ce of e l e c t i n g a D em ocrat. 


Thanks to Hubert, McGovern 
was nominated without Dem o­ 
cratic opposition. Hubert held 
a fund-raising reception for 
him and also approached Mary 
L asker, the D em ocratic angel 
in New York, to get som e cam ­ 
paign funds for M cGovern. M c­ 
Govern was elected to the Sen­ 
ate. 
Today the ex-p ro fesso r from 
Dakota W esleyan U niversity is 
running for P resident against 
his old neighbor. 


“ You work with a fellow for 
y e a rs,” Hubert mused to a 
friend, “ then, bingo, he runs 
against you. However, I’m not 
going to get mad about it.’’

HIGHER-PRICED CARS 
It looks as if the auto industry 
is getting ready to follow the 
steel industry in bucking the 
W hite House for a p rice in­ 
c re ase on 1969 c a rs. 
The excuse will be added s a ­ 
fety features, though actually 
the o ily safety features next 
year w ill be two head supports, 
to prevent neck injuries from 
rea r-en d collisions. The head 
supports will cost around $10. 
D espite this, governm ent ex­ 
p erts have word from D etroit 
that new car p rices will be up­ 
ped around $100. 
A ctually, increased auto p ro f­ 
its and increased productivity 
should lead to decreased p rices. 
However, all signs indicate that 
G eneral M otors will increase 
prices a c ro ss the board and that 
the others of the big th ree will 
follow. 
Some 
people 
are wondering 
what happened to Sen. Abe R i- 
bicoff’s hearings which began 
last F ebruary with a demand 
that the m otor moguls make 
public 
the 
details regarding 
the 
cost 
of safety devices. 
The 
Ribicoff 
hearings 
have 
now petered out into a plan 
whereby the auto industry gives 
cost data to the Bureau of L a­ 
bor S tatistics which prom ptly 
tre a ts them as if they w ere a 
m ilitary secret. Even the High­ 
way Safety Bureau has not been 
able to get a look at these cost 
figures. 
This is a strange anti-clim ax 
for Senate hearings which began 
with such a flourish. However, 
the fact is that Ribicoff, an ex­ 
cellent Senator, faces a tough 
reelection battle in Connecticut. 
If he bucks the auto industry, 
it can send money into Connect­ 
icut to defeat him. 


POLITICAL SL E EPER 
WASHINGTON — If the intel­ 
ligence is not m isleading (al. 
ways a big “ if” ), the m ajor 
offensive the North V ietnam ese 
have long been preparing may 
just conceivably have begun be­ 
fore these words are printed. 
Mid-August is the tim e gen­ 
erally named for the kick-off; 
and unless every indicator is 
pointing the wrong way, all the 
resources available to the ene­ 
my will be thrown into the proj­ 
ected effort. Documents and 
prisoner- inter rogations, known 
enemy 
troop movements and 
all other types of evidence a. 
vailable, combine to suggest the 
foregoing conclusions. 
Assuming the indicators’ cor­ 
rectness, the famous lull in the 
fighting 
that 
every oto talks 
about has had whatever nothing 
to do with the “ voluntary de- 
escalation” that som? doubt­ 
fully inform ed people have also 
talked about. The lull has in­ 
stead resulted from the enemy 
units withdrawal to th eir re ­ 
m otest base areas, for the sole 
purpose of getting ready for an­ 
other 
desperate attem pt to 
achieve 
some 
so rt 
of final 
breakthrough. 
No one on earth, outside the 
narrow circle of the Hanoi Po­ 
litburo, can be absolutely ce r­ 
tain that these are the real 
North Vietnamese intentions, 
and 
of 
course the tim e-esti- 
m ates are even m ore open to 
serious doubt, until and if they 
are confirmed by events. Tim­ 
ing is always im possible to p r ^ 
diet with precision; it m ust be 
said that the last week has pro­ 
vided numerous signs that would 
norm ally mean a big show im­ 
pending at a very early date. 
And it is at least clear that 
heavy troop buildup is incon­ 
sistent with “ de-escalation.” 
Among those who know about 
such m atters, it is considered 
beyond doubt that 60,000 North 
V ietnam ese troops have covert­ 
ly invaded South Vietnam in the 
past two months. This arrival* 
rate of 30,000 North Vietna­ 
m ese per month, mentioned by 
President Johnson, is w ithout 
any past precedent. 
For North Vietnam, with its 
fa r sm aller population, a two- 
month troop movement of 60,- 
000 men is equivalent to a U. S. 
troop movement of close to 
700,000 men. The aim of this 
extraordinary movement, and 
also of the so-called lull, has 
obviously been to bring up to 


full strength, and even above 
strength, the enemy units thai 
suffered such fearful lo sses in 
the Tet and post-Tet fighting, 
In view of the scale of this 
enemy movement of manpower 
it is only rational to assum e thai 
another great enemy effort wil] 
be made on the battlefield ai 
som etim e in the future. Inter, 
estingly enough, one reason the 
analysts have guessed that the 
effort will occur in mid.August 
is the opening of the Democra­ 
tic National Convention on Aug. 
26. 
Obviously, 
the 
outcome in 
Chicago could perhaps be alter, 
ed, if A m erican opinion had jusi 
received the kind of shock thai 
was caused, albeit unjustifiably, 
by the T et offensive. Having 
observed that shock, the Hanoi 
w ar-planners may well wish tc 
give all possible aid and com. 
fo rt to their numerous friends 
on the left of the Democratic 
P arty. 
Yet there is one very big catch 
in this scenario. Gen. Creigh. 
ton W. Abram s is confident thai 
he can handle anything that the 
enemy can throw at him . Indeed, 
he is grim ly confident that a 
sanguinary defeat can be in. 
flicted if the enemy m akes the 
kind of all-out effort now pro. 
jected. 
If that is the case (and, one 
must add, if the resu lts of the 
enemy offensive are accurately 
reported) the real shock will b< 
felt in Hanoi and not in this 
country. And in this connection, 
in turn, another very' interest, 
ing possibility deserves exam, 
ination. 
In brief, P resident Thieu, whc 
knows his own countrym en far 
better than we do, has always 
predicted that Hanoi would stage 
one last all-out offensive this 
sum m er; and he has fu rth er pre. 
dieted that Hanoi would then be. 
gin to negotiate in ea rn est if 
the offensive m et with failure. 
A m ajority of the w iser Amer. 
ican analysts are giving even 
odds 
that 
P resident Thieu’s 
forecast w ill prove right. Thus 
if the big effort is made, if the 
big effort fails, and if Hanoi then 
begins serious negotiations, the 
whole w ar-picture may be radi­ 
cally transform ed by, say, the 
end of Septem ber. 
Three “ ifs” in a row a re i 
great many. But it should no! 
be forgotten that dram atic chan, 
ges in the w ar-picture can quite 
easily prove the big political 
sleeper of the 1968 election,

Next Monday is National Aviation Day. Exciting advances 
have taken place in the art of flying in the short space of time 
since the Wright Brothers lifted their frail craft off the ground 
at Kitty Hawk. Aircraft exhibits dramatize the marvelous per­ 
formance, comfort, and speed of today’s planes — planes of 
every kind and size. Small pleasure craft, as well as the planes 
that have become the tools of the businessman, and the jets that 
carry air travelers throughout the globe are more popular than 
ever. 


There are other aspects of the aviation age that are equally 
impressive. For one thing, the cost of living has increased by 50 
per cent since 1947, yet the cost of air travel is lower than it was 
then and has decreased by 13 per cent during the last 5 years. 
The decline is more spectacular — and realistic — when put an­ 
other way. Expressed in constant dollars of 1967purchasing pow­ 
er, the average cost incuired by air passengers per mile of trav­ 
el in 1967 was more than one-third less than in 1947. Another 
aspect of air travel that cannot be put on exhibit is the impact of 
the great jets flying internationally, carrying millions of people 
each year to every nation on earth. 


What this must inevitably mean in term s of greater under­ 
standing among all peoples can never be measured on a graph. 
Yet, it may turn out to be the most decisive factor in reaching 
the ultimate goal of peace and a higher civilization. 


More Water And Power Needed 
The largest U. S. desalting plant now in operation provides 
Key West, Fla., with about 2.6 million gallons of fresh water daily 
at a cost of 85 cents per 1,000 gallons. Is it too wild to dream 
that in the future giant facilities will be producing 50 million 
gallons daily at 25 to 30 cents per 1,000 gallons? 


Sam Shidzawa of the Interior Department's Office of Saline 
W ater thinks not. He predicts that nuclear plants will be opera­ 
tive — and providing electric power as well as pure water — by 
the late 1970s. Sidzawa is correct in noting that plants of this 
kind, converting both sea water and brackish inland water, 
are potentially of great importance to the national economy.

his thumb. I am quite certain 
th at a longer discussion with 
the teacher would have shown 
you that she has a greater 
psychological insight into the 
causes of thumb sucking than 
was apparent during your 
conversation 
Sucking the thumb is na­ 
ture’s built-in pacifier that 
gives to a child a sense of 
security in addition to the 
s o o t h i n g 
sensation. 
the 
w arm th and the pleasurable 
skin reaction. 
A great many explanations 
have been given for thumb 
sucking. Some are psycholog­ 
ically very complex. Many 
psychiatrists and child ana­ 
lysts believe that the sucking 
reflex of the infant needs gra­ 
tification and fulfillment. This 
reflex is not always adequate 
during breast feeding or bot- 
feeding and m ay need fur- 
supplement as a child 
gets older This idea is not 
universally accepted by all 
doctors, but is as good as 
some other answers which, at 


best, are speculative 
this problem. 
There is universal agree­ 
ment, however, by all doctors 
and psychologists that chil­ 
dren should not be shamed in­ 
to stopping this habit or pun­ 
ished for continuing to do it 
It is agreed, too, that thumb 
sucking will stop when the 
child finds and learns that 
there are other ways of de­ 
veloping security. Mothers and 
teachers are now taught that 
a calm attitude with almost 
casual disregard of thumb 
sucking will help the child 
break the pattern. It takes 
time and patience by parents 
to wait for the day when it 
will stop. It will. 
The use of harsh, bad tast­ 
ing medicines on the thumbs 
is Dark Ages psychological 
handling of this delicate prob­ 
lem. The use of restricting 
thumb and hand guards makes 
no sense and only serves to 
exaggerate the physical and 
emotional tensions in the 
child and in the family. 
The anxiety of parents 
l s 
sometimes made more marked 
by the suggestion that the 
formation of the jaw and the 
configuration of the teeth will 
be permanently changed and 
even damaged. This has not 
sufficient validity to pres­ 
surize the child or restrain 
him. The psychological dam ­ 
age that can be done to a child 
can be far more destructive 
than the disadvantage of a 
questionable change in denti­ 
tion that may result 
In the older child of six or 
seven it may cause him em ­ 
barrassment in the e a r l y 
grades at school. If thumb 
sucking persists at this time, 
consultation with a doctor or 
a psychologist may reveal the 
deeper rooted reasons for 
thumb sucking and how it can 
be resolved without producing 
mere difficult and less ap­ 
parent psychological traits. 


THE REPUBLICAN TEAM 
The selection of Governor \g - 
new was a surprise, but It 
didn’t take long for the dele­ 
gates to get over it. Instant 
research Into the history of the 
relatively obscure lawyer who a 
few months ago was clamoring 
for the nomination of Mr. Nix­ 
on’s arch - antagonist Nelson 
Rockefeller fails to betray any 
serious weakness the Demo­ 
crats are likely to profit from. 
He rescued Maryland, in 1966, 
from the leadership of a Demo­ 
crat committed to segregation- 
Ism, and did so only two years 
after George Wallace, running 
In a presidential primary, had 
demonstrated how greatly dis­ 
posed Maryland was to the old 
allure of segregation. Indeed, 
the candidacy of Agnew was en­ 
dorsed by the Washington Post 
and the Baltimore Sunj so much 
for a Wasserman test, pre- 
1968. 
But then Governor Agnew, in 
the spring of this year, took 
certain measures and made 
certain statements which dis­ 
tinguished him from the school 
of men that bravely justifies any 
civil disorder at all on the 
grounds that four hundred years 
ago slaves were brought into 
this country by our forefathers. 
Governor Agnew answered a 
sit-down seizure of a local col­ 
lege by arresting a couple of 
hundred students, no less. He 
then read a lecture to local Ne­ 
gro leaders Instructing them 
that their own Interests, to say 
nothing of those of the com­ 
munity of Baltimore, lay in a 
firm repudiation of such as Rap 
Brown and Stokely Carmichael. 
He went on to deplore— and 
for such penetration and cour­ 
age he should have riveted na­ 
tional attention — the Kemer 
Commission report, wherein 
we were Instructed that the 
reason why we have had riots 
and disorders, is that white 
Americans are racist. 
Governor Agnew’s position Is 
that such an analysis is at best 
incomplete, and worst mislead­ 
ing. No doubt it was his stand 
on that report, combined with 
his stand against riots and dis­ 
order in general, that drew him 
to the attention of Southern lead­ 
ers as out of the ordinary a- 
mong civil - rights governors. 
And then, having earlier re­ 
signed himself, with no apparent 


trauma, to Nelson Rockefeller’s 
unavailability to make the race 
for the presidency, Governor 
Agnew popped up in support of 
Richard Nixon. His doing so 
attracted a great deal of at­ 
tention and in due course, what 
do you know, he was singled 
out by the presidential nominee 
Mr. Nixon as his running mate. 
There was considerable confu­ 
sion in Miami Beach when the 
announcement was made. For 
one thing it is generally sup­ 
posed— it havtog been stressed 
over recent years that he is a 
cunning, crafty man—that Mr. 
Nixon was being permitted to 
get away with something. Had 
he put something over on some - 
body? There was a lot of mur­ 
muring. Little mutinous blips 
showed up on the screen, and in­ 
deed Governor Pomney per­ 
mitted afew zealous supporters 
to put up his own name as an 
alternative. But the opposi­ 
tion was anarchic and diffuse. 
Moreover, It was impossible to 
sustain it by moral arguments. 
A moral case against Governor 
Agnew was simply not avail­ 
able. 
Such a case against him as was 
attempted was to the effect that 
his nomination was done “in 
order to appease the South.” 
By some people, this charge is 
deployed as a dreadnought. 
There are those, however, who 
pause to recall that the South, 
like other sections of the coun­ 
try, is inhabited by Americans, 
and until we hear otherwise 
from the Supreme Court, they 
too are entitled to political con­ 
sideration. 
It is hardly as though Mr.Nix­ 
on had nominated George Wal­ 
lace for vice president. His 
nomination of a southerner 
whose reputation arose from his 
defense of civil rights is hardly 
in the order of an affront, but 
rather in the order of giving 
encouragement to civil rights 
southerners 
who, 
however, 
draw a line between the exer­ 
cise of civil rights and of civil 
disorder. It ls Ironic that the 
principal 
opponents of the 
choice of Agnew, most of them 
advocates of the nomination of 
John Lindsay, were using argu­ 
ments in Lindsay’s behalf which 
were most readily translatable 
as suggesting the imperative 
need of appeasing the North 
and the cities. 


WASHINGTON — Hubert Hum­ 
phrey is a believer in competi­ 
tion.

..ms, however, he wishes 
that tue men he has trained 
wouldn’t decide to compete with 
him just as he is reaching for 
life’s biggest goal. 
It was Humphrey, then mayor 
of Minneapolis and a founder of 
the Democratic Farm er-Labor 
party, who saw the political ap­ 
peal of a young professor at 
St. Thomas College in St. Paul 
and helped him get elected to the 
House of Representatives in 
1948. Ten years later, Humph­ 
rey helped the young Congress­ 
man get elected to the Senate. 
Today that young professor, 
Eugene McCarthy, is running 
against Humphrey for Presi­ 
dent. 
In 1957 another young profes­ 
sor, this time from South Da­ 
kota, got elected to Congress 
and because he admired Hum­ 
phrey, they both being natives 
of South Dakota, he asked Hum­ 
phrey's advice about getting a 
house in Washington. Hubert 
recommended a modest neigh­ 
borhood in Chevy Chase where 
prices were not too high. 


Unruh, leader of the Kennedy 
forces, whoaspires tobe gover­ 
nor of California. McGovern 
was quoted as saying he proba­ 
bly could not support Hubert 
Humphrey. 
Back in Washington McGovern 
came to see his old neighbor, 
the Vice President, said he 
had been misquoted. 
A week later he was in Chi­ 
cago at another meeting, also 
attended by Speaker Unruh and 
Kennedy 
family supporters. 
They persuaded him to run. 
McGovern’s will be a holding 
operation in the hope of tieing 
up the Democratic convention. 
If so, it’s barely possible, 
though not probable, that the 
Kennedys can pick their own 
candidate.

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So young Congressman George 
McGovern took a mortgage on a 
house next door to Hubert's 
at Coquelin Terrace. 
At that time the hedge be­ 
tween the McGoverns’ and the 
Humphreys’ backyards was so 
low that you could step over it; 
so the Humphrey and McGovern 
children 
grew 
up together. 
There wasn't even a family 
row when the Humphrey dachs­ 
hund infiltrated the McGovern’s 
yard to kill the McGovern chil­ 
dren’s pet Easter rabbit. 
Later, when the young Cong­ 
ressm an from South Dakota 
wanted to run for the Senate, 
Humphrey persuaded Lt. Gov. 
Frank Lindley not to run in 
the 
Democratic primary a- 
gainst him. This was in 1962 
after Sen. Francis Case died 
and there was an excellent chan­ 
ce of e l e c t i n g a Democrat. 
Thanks to Hubert, McGovern 
was nominated without Demo­ 
cratic opposition. Hubert held 
a fund-raising reception for 
him and also approached Mary 
Lasker, the Democratic angel 
in New York, to get some cam­ 
paign funds for McGovern. Mc­ 
Govern was elected to the Sen­ 
ate.Today the ex-professor from 
Dakota Wesleyan University is 
running for President against 
his old neighbor. 


HIGHER-PRICED CARS 
It looks as if the auto industry 
is getting ready to follow the 
steel industry in bucking the 
White House for a price in­ 
crease cm 1969 cars. 
The excuse will be added sa­ 
fety features, though actually 
the only safety features next 
year will be two head supports, 
to prevent neck injuries from 
rear-end coUisions. The head 
supports will cost around $10. 
Despite this, government ex­ 
perts have word from Detroit 
that new car prices will be up­ 
ped around $100. 
Actually, increased auto prof­ 
its and increased productivity 
should lead to decreased prices. 
However, all signs indicate that 
General Motors will increase 
prices across the board and that 
the others of the big three will 
follow. 
Some people are wondering 
what happened to Sen. Abe Ri- 
bicoff’s hearings which began 
last February with a demand 
that the motor moguls make 
public the details regarding 
the cost 
of safety devices. 
The Ribicoff hearings have 
now petered out into a plan 
whereby the auto industry gives 
cost data to the Bureau of La­ 
bor Statistics which promptly 
treats them as if they were a 
military secret. Even the High­ 
way Safety Bureau has not been 
able to get a look at these cost 
figures. 
This is a strange anti-climax 
for Senate hearings which began 
with such a flourish. However, 
the fact is that Ribicoff, an ex­ 
cellent Senator, faces a tough 
reelection battle in Connecticut. 
If he bucks the auto industry, 
it can send money intoConnect- 
icut to defeat him. 


POLITICAL SLEEPER 
WASHINGTON — If the intel­ 
ligence is not misleading (al­ 
ways a big “ if” ), the major 
offensive the North Vietnamese 
have long been preparing may 
just conceivably have begun be- 
fore these words are printed. 
Mid-August is the time gen­ 
erally named for the kick-off; 
and unless every indicator is 
pointing the wrong way, all the 
resources available to the ene­ 
my will be thrown into the proj­ 
ected effort. Documents and 
prisoner- interrogations, known 
enemy troop movements and 
all other types of evidence a* 
vailable, combine to suggest the 
foregoing conclusions. 
Assuming the indicators’ cor­ 
rectness, the famous lull in the 
fighting that everyone talks 
about has had whatever nothing 
to do with the “ voluntary de- 
escalation” that soma doubt, 
fully informed people have also 
talked about. The lull has in­ 
stead resulted from the enemy 
units withdrawal to their re­ 
motest base areas, for the sole 
purpose of getting ready for an­ 
other 
desperate attempt to 
achieve some sort of final 
breakthrough. 
No one on earth, outside the 
narrow circle of the Hanoi Po­ 
litburo, can be absolutely cer­ 
tain that these are the real 
North Vietnamese intentions, 
and of course the tim e-esti- 
mates are even more open to 
serious doubt, until and if they 
are confirmed by events. Tim­ 
ing is always impossible to pre­ 
dict with precision; it must be 
said that the last week has pro­ 
vided numerous signs that would 
normally mean a big show im­ 
pending at a very early date. 
And it is at least clear that 
heavy troop buildup is incon­ 
sistent with “ de-escalation.” 
Among those who know about 
such matters, it is considered 
beyond doubt that 60,000 North 
Vietnamese troops have covert­ 
ly invaded South Vietnam in the 
past two months. This arrival, 
rate of 30,000 North Vietna­ 
mese per month, mentioned by 
President Johnson, is without 
any past precedent. 
For North Vietnam, with its 
far smaller population, a two- 
month troop movement of 60,- 
000 men is equivalent to a U. S. 
troop movement of close to 
700,000 men. Hie aim of this 
extraordinary movement, and 
also of the so-called lull, has 
obviously been to bring up to 


full strength, and even above 
strength, the enemy units that 
suffered such fearful losses in 
the Tet and post-Tet fighting. 
In view of the scale of this 
enemy movement of manpower 
it is only rational to assume that 
another great enemy effort will 
be made on the battlefield at 
sometime in the future. Inter­ 
estingly enough, one reason the 
analysts have guessed that the 
effort will occur in mid-August 
is the opening of the Democra­ 
tic National Convention on Aug. 
26.Obviously, the outcome in 
Chicago could perhaps be alter, 
ed, if American opinion had just 
received the kind of shock that 
was caused, albeit unjustifiably, 
by the Tet offensive. Having 
observed that shock, the Hanoi 
war planners may well wish to 
give all possible aid and com­ 
fort to their numerous friends 
on the left of the Democratic 
Party. 
Yet there is one very big catch 
in this scenario. Gen. Creigh­ 
ton W. Abrams is confident that 
he can handle anything that the 
enemy can throw at him. Indeed, 
he is grimly confident that a 
sanguinary defeat can be in­ 
flicted if the enemy makes the 
kind of all-out effort now pro­ 
jected. 
If that is the case (and, one 
must add, if the results of the 
enemy offensive are accurately 
reported) the real shock will be 
felt in Hanoi and not in this 
country. And in this connection, 
in turn, another very interest, 
ing possibility deserves exam­ 
ination. 
In brief, President Thieu, who 
knows his own countrymen far 
better than we do, has always 
predicted that Hanoi would stage 
one last all-out offensive this 
summer; and he has further pre­ 
dicted that Hanoi would then be­ 
gin to negotiate in earnest if 
the offensive met with failure. 
A majority of the wiser Amer­ 
ican analysts are giving even 
odds that President Thieu’s 
forecast will prove right. Thus 
if the big effort is made, if the 
big effort fails, and if Hanoi then 
begins serious negotiations, the 
whole war-picture may be radi­ 
cally transformed by, say, the 
end of September. 
Three “ ifs” in a row are a 
great many.

WHERE IS

Dr. Halford E. Luccock told the story of the man in New Haven, Connecticut, who ran 
madly for a bus. When he had fought his way through the crowd of other passengers, he sank 
exhausted in the first available seat, and then exclaimed, "Where is this bus going?" Im­ 
partial outer space observers might ask a similar question of God's family on planet earth. 
We must ask the question of ourselves. Where Is our destination? Where are we going in the 
year ahead? In the next d e c a d e ? God alone knows the complete answer. And with Him all things 
are possible. But our goal must be the all consuming goal set by Jesus Christ: TH-^ KINGDOM 
OF GOD. Luke 12:32 says, " . . . itisthe Father's good pleasure to give to you the kingdom." 
But W E must do OUR part, and our part must be done in loving obedience. We shall be given 
opportunity to show if we really want to go through the program laid out by God's Word toward 
Christ's goal of a more Christian community, in homo, school, industry, and all of society, 
here and everywhere. 


This is not an easy task, with a world and nation torn by moral decay, racial violence and 
war. Then, too, we are living in a day of situation ethics ( a time when wrong is called right, 
if the situation calls for it). Quoting one church leader, "the validity of the principles depends 
upon the situation," one must be ready "to ignore and even violate the principles if by so do­ 
ing one can effect more good than by following it." I am rire thi s mai is trying to think some­ 
thing through, but is lost in the woods. What I am suggesting is that we repudiate this type of 
thinking by accepting and following Jesus Christ and then go out and fight for and live lives of 
purity and m »rality in a sin ruled world.

WASHINGTON (AP)- A na- 
tional task force today recom- 
mended stepped-up federal and 
private efforts to combat use of 
cigarettes and "stem the rising 
tide of early deaths and disabi- 
lities associated 
with smok- 


ing." 
The report was immediately 
attacked by the Tobacco Insti- 
tute as a "shockingly intem- 
perate defamation of an industry 
which has led the way in med- 
ical reserach to seek answers in 
the cigarette controversy." 


Among the recommendations 


of the task force report to the 
U, S. Surgeon general: 


— Tighter 
restrictions on 


cigarette advertising and pro- 
motion. 


— Better instruction in schools 


to influence youngsters to re- 
frain from smoking. 


— Greater antismoking 
ef- 


forts by 
doctors 
and other 


health professionals. 


— Use of group approaches to 


prevent or reduce smoking. 


— More insurance plans which 


give reduced rates tononsmok- 
ers. 


— Development and promotion 


of safer cigarettes. 
The task force, which was ap- 


pointed in 1967, said it is en- 
couraged with early results of 
antismoking efforts. 
It noted that cigarette con- 
sumption 
per 
capita 
de- 


clined sharply after the surgeon 
general's 1964 report on smok- 
ing and health, that it rose again 
in 1965 and 1966 and again is 
declining. 


But the task force said "The 


problem remains, still, bigger 
than the efforts to combat it. 


Cigarette smoking is one of 
the foremost preventable cau- 
ses of death in the United States 
as well as in other parts of the 
world." 
On cigarette advertising the 
task force said it "is unable to 
see how , in the long run, a pro- 
duct involving the health haz- 
ards of cigarettes can continue 
to be advertised." 


In the meantime, the group 
said, 
"higher 
standards for 


cigarette 
advertising should 


be demanded." It called on the 
administration to press for leg- 
islation to require that tar and 
nicotine contents be listed on 
cigarette packages and in ad- 
vertising. And the task force 
urged a stronger warning about 
the health hazards on cigaret- 
tes, to be placed in advertising 
as well as on cigarette pack- 
ages. 
The task force also said such 
advertising should not be al- 
lowed to reach large numbers of 
children and young people and 
shouldn't equate smoking with 
social success or ses appeal. 
The group criticized what it 
called "the inability or unwill- 
ingness the cigarette industry to 
face up to the health hazards of 
cigarette smoking or even to ad- 
mit they exist." 
It said 'large parts of the in- 
dustry" have beentryingtodis- 
credit the 1964 report and its 
1967 followup, concluding that 
"this well-financed and profes- 
sionally 
conducted 
program, 


when addressed to the consum- 
er, is encouraging death and 
disease." 


In education, the task force 
urged 
the 
Department 
of 


Health, Education and Welfare 
to support training of teachers 
and curricula for improving 
school instruction on hazards of 
smoking. It said this should be 
taught through classes in sci- 
ence, social studies, health and 
physical education and others. 


Health professionals 
were 


urged to set examples by not 
smoking, and by posting "No 
Smoking" 
signs 
in waiting 


rooms and by removing ash- 
trays. 


The task force called on in- 


dustries, hospitals and private 
organizations to conduct anti- 
smoking campaigns. Wives can 
help their husbands stop smok- 
ing , the task force said, and 
it urged women to form groups 
to try. And pregnant women 
were asked to organize groups 
to give up smoking together. 


Chairman of the task force 


was Dr. Daniel Horn, director 
of the Public Health Service's 
National 
Clearing house for 


smoking and Health. 
The Tobacco Institute said the 
report "overlooks completely 
the fact that the industry pion- 
eered organized and scientific 
study of the health question 
when it established the council 
for 
Tobacco Research - USA 


in 1954, long before any other 
public or private agency even 
attempted to provide anything 
but 
statistics and specula- 


tions."

SPENCER'S FISH 


TALES 


If I were to talk about fishing conditions again, it would be a 


bit repetitious because there is not much change over what was 
said the past week. With a few exceptions we must consider the 
slump to still be on locally anyway. However, some very large 
Rainbows are being taken at Possee grounds on the Sacramento 
River near Redding via drifting eggs and night crawlers. Some of 
these beauties are chucked full of fresh salmon eggs so you can 
get some ideas from that. Also these fish are 2-1/2 to 3 pounds 
at IS" so you will note they are all belly and thick. 


You know, it's a funny thing but the other day I noticed a 


spawning bed already on the bar section of the Lourence riffle. 
Something else I noticed was a wire fence stretching right out 
into the riffle where most steelheaders like to fish. I surely 
hope this is not an attempt to keep fishermen out of this fine 
water. For you Lourence riffle fishermen, this is something to 
look into. 


Jerry Barbour is always the first man to beat me to the steel- 


head. This past week he took a four pounder-plus at the Mouth of 
Battle Creek . He said the fish took out the greater percentage of 
his line before returning to the shore after being beached on a 2 
Ib. 
leader. Jerry is a deadly man with bait. Patient too. Scat- 


tered catches of salmon have been made up and down the river 
with the T. V0 repairman by the name of Raglin topping the score 
with a recent catch of respectable size and quantity. 


WHAT IS A HATCH? 


Many times newcomers to the game of fly-fishing are intro- 


duced to the "hatch" or at times, become confused as to just 
what it means. In fly-fishing, a hatch refers to the emergence 
of the "dun" stage of mayflies, stoneflies ect. At the time of the 
hatch, the nymph swims to the surface of the water and while 
floating with the current or on a lake surface, it draws itself free 
from its shell. 


The emerging dun is dull-colored and its wings are semi-opa- 


que. While on the surface the dun quickly becomes strong enough 
for flight and flutters heavily from the water to find a resting 
place in the vegetation along the river bank to await its next 
stage. In that interval from emergence until it leaves the sur- 
face, very large numbers of duns are taken by the fish. This feed- 
ing period is a rise. A hatch does not always stimulate a rise 
as I have already found many times this summer on the river but 
most often does on the majority of waters. 


A most recent map that is of vital importance to any steelhead 


fisherman who travels over the hill to fish the Klamath River 
has just been released free of charge by the Department of Fish 
and Game. It is called the "Angler's Guide to the Klamath Riv- 
er." 
In publishing this guide, the Department of Fish and Game 


had three main objectives —to more fully acquaint the public with 
the popular sport fishery ol the Klamath River, to assist the ang- 
ler to use and enjoy the popular salmon and steelhead fishery 
and other sport fishes, and to bring wider understanding of the 
measures necessary to restore, maintain, and enhance this fishery. 


This guide map furnishes information on roads, locations of 


facilities, and general fishing conditions from the mouth at Requa 
all the way up the 200 mile river to Copco Lake. The lower area 
of the river from the mouth up to McCovy riffle is enlarged. All 
of the new and important points and riffles such as Ah Pah, Star- 
wein, Johnson's , Bluff Creek, Boyce, and Ti Bar are listed. If 
you wish to obtain one of these maps' you may get one (while 
they last) at the Department of Fish and Game office on Cypress 
Street in Redding. We can thank Mr. Millard Coots for his most 
noteworthy efforts in making this map.

So when you see it plowing up river you will know then it's 
not an attack from the federation of cement workers but the real 
Yellow Sally.

SPENCER'S FISH 
TALES 


If I were to talk about fishing conditions again, it would be a 
bit repetitious because there is not much change over what was 
said the past week. With a few exceptions we must consider the 
slump to still be on locally anyway. However, some very large 
Rainbows are being taken at Possee grounds on the Sacramento 
River near Redding via drifting eggs and night crawlers. Some of 
these beauties are chucked full of fresh salmon eggs so you can 
get some ideas from that. Also these fish are 2-1/2 to 3 pounds 
at 15” so you will note they are all belly and thick. 
You know, it’s a funny thing but the other day I noticed a 
spawning bed already on the bar section of the Lourence riffle. 
Something else I noticed was a wire fence stretching right out 
into the riffle where most steelheaders like to fish. I surely 
hope this is not an attempt to keep fishermen out of this fine 
water. For you Lourence riffle fishermen, this ls something to 
look into. 
Jerry Barbour is always the first man to beat me to the steel- 
head. This past week he took a four pounder-plus at the Mouth of 
Battle Creek . He said the fish took out the greater percentage of 
his line before returning to the shore after being beached on a 2 
lb. 
leader. Jerry ls a deadly man with bait. Patient too. Scat­ 
tered catches of salmon have been made up and down the river 
with the T. V. repairm an by the name of Raglin topping the score 
with a recent catch of respectable size and quantity. 


WHAT IS A HATCH? 
Many times newcomers to the game of fly-fishing are intro­ 
duced to the “ hatch” or at tim es, become confused as to just 
what it means. In fly-fishing, a hatch refers to the emergence 
of the “ dun” stage of mayflies, stoneflies ect. At the time of the 
hatch, the nymph swims to the surface of the water and while 
floating with the current or cm a lake surface, it draws itself free 
from its shell. 
The emerging dun is dull-colored and its wings are semi-opa­ 
que. While on the surface the dun quickly becomes strong enough 
for flight and flutters heavily from the water to find a resting 
place in the vegetation along the river bank to await its next 
stage. In that interval from emergence until it leaves the su r­ 
face, very large numbers of duns are taken by the fish. This feed­ 
ing period is a rise. A hatch does not always stimulate a rise 
as I have already found many times this summer on the river but 
most often does on the majority of waters. 


A most recent map that is of vital importance to any steelhead 
fisherman who travels over the hill to fish the Klamath River 
has just been released free of charge by the Department of Fish 
and Game. It is called the “ Angler’s Guide to the Klamath Riv­ 
e r .” In publishing this guide, the Department of Fish and Game 
had three main objectives —to more fully acquaint the public with 
the popular sport fishery of the Klamath River, to assist the ang­ 
ler to use and enjoy the popular salmon and steelhead fishery 
and other sport fishes, and to bring wider understanding of the 
m easures necessary to restore, maintain, and enhance this fishery. 
This guide map furnishes information on roads, locations of 
facilities, and general fishing conditions from the mouth at Requa 
all the way up the 200 mile river to Copco Lake. The lower area 
of the river from the mouth up to McCovy riffle is enlarged. All 
of the new and important points and riffles such as Ah Pah, Star- 
wein, Johnson’s , Bluff Creek, Boyce, and Ti Bar are listed. If 
you wish to obtain one of these maps' you may get one (while 
they last) at the Department of Fish and Game office on Cypress 
Street in Redding. We can thank Mr. Millard Coots for his most 
noteworthy efforts in making this map.

WHAT IS A HATCH? 
Many times newcomers to the game of fly-fishing are intro­ 
duced to the “ hatch” or at tim es, become confused as to just 
what it means. In fly-fishing, a hatch refers to the emergence 
of the “ dun” stage of mayflies, stoneflles ect. At the time of the 
hatch, the nymph swims to the surface of the water and while 
floating with the current or on a lake surface, it draws itself free 
from its shell. 
The emerging dun is dull-colored and its wings are semi-opa­ 
que. While cm the surface the dun quickly becomes strong enough 
for flight and flutters heavily from the water to find a resting 
place in the vegetation along the river bank to await its next 
stage. In that interval from emergence until it leaves the su r­ 
face, very large numbers of duns are taken by the fish. This feed­ 
ing period is a rise. A hatch does not always stimulate a rise 
as I have already found many times this summer cm the river but 
most often does on the majority of w aters. 


A most recent map that is of vital importance to any steelhead 
fisherm an who travels over the hill to fish the Klamath River 
has just been released free of charge by the Department of Fish 
and Game. It is called the “ Angler’s Guide to the Klamath Riv­ 
e r .” In publishing this guide, the Department of Fish and Game 
had three main objectives —to more fully acquaint the public with 
the popular sport fishery of the Klamath River, to assist the ang­ 
ler to use and enjoy the popular salmon and steelhead fishery 
and other sport fishes, and to bring wider understanding of the 
m easures necessary to restore, maintain, and enhance this fishery. 
This guide map furnishes information cm roads, locations of 
facilities, and general fishing conditions from the mouth at Requa 
all the way up the 200 mile river to Copco Lake. The lower area 
of the river from the mouth up to McCovy riffle is enlarged. All 
of the new and important points and riffles such as Ah Pah, Star- 
wein, Johnson’s , Bluff Creek, Boyce, and Ti Bar are listed. If 
you wish to obtain one of these maps’ you may get one (while 
they last) at the Department of Fish and Game office on Cypress 
Street in Redding. We can thank Mr. Millard Coots for his most 
noteworthy efforts in making this map.

SLIDE TO NORMAL? 


Cut In Discount Rate

WASHINGTON 
(AP)- 
The 


Federal Reserve 
Boara de- 


scribes its votes for a slight 
cutback in the discount rate as 
primarily technical.

Federal Reserve 
Boara de­ 
scribes its votes for a slight 
cutback in the discount rate as 
primarily technical. But the ac­ 
tion offers hope this key eco­ 
nomic indicator has begun its 
long slide back to normal. 
“ I am pleased,” said Presi­ 
dent Johnson Thursday after the 
Fed’s board of governors act­ 
ed. “ It should help to assure 
the availability of funds to fi­ 
nance a needed increase in the 
pace of homebuilding." 
The discount rate is the rate 
of interest Federal Reserve 
banks charge for loans to their 
member banks. Since they'll be 
getting 
more money cheaply, 
these banks can be expected to 
make some downward revisions 
of the charges they make for 
loans to the public. 
The cutback ts from 5-1/2 per 


cent to 5-1/4 per cent, enough 
to signal the board’s belief that 
the crisis that faced the dol­ 
lar in Arpil, when the rate rose 
trom 5 to 5-1/2, has subsided 
considerably. 
Even at the new level, one 
source noted, the rate is high, 
considering levels of the 1950s 
and 1960s. Thus, he said, it 
should still have an impact on 
inflation and the continuing bal­ 
ance of payments problem. 
The reduction had been wide­ 
ly predicted in the financial 
community because of a steady 
easing of conditions in the mon­ 
ey market. In effect, the board 
followed the market because its 
reason for staying at 5-1/2 per 
cent had largely evaporated. 
The board itself described the 
change as “ primarily technical 
to align the discount rate with 
the change in money market
